La Raza began with el indio. No 
archaeologist knows for sure when the 
first wave of Mongolian wanderers, who 
were to be known as Indians (indios), 
crossed the Bering Straits. If we use the 
discovery of the Nevada Cave as criterion 
for el indio’s presence here with the cave’s 
evidence of spear throwing shafts, remains 
of campfires, utensils, etc., then we could 
reckon that el indio arrived in the Ameri- 
cas some twenty-five thousand years or 
more ago. 

From these early indios commence the 
Mexican (the word Mexican originally 
signifying indios who spoke Nahuatl) heri- 
tage of the United States in a time before 
the birth of Christ. About 4,000 B.C., the 
people in central Mexico, through a long 
and tedious process, domesticated maize 
(corn) or ‘the staffoflife’’ and many other 
agricultural products. With a shift from 
nomadic customs and ample food supply 
came leisure and the appearance of civi- 
lization in Middie America. Los indios 
were now able to build cities like Teoti- 
huacan which were remarkable in archi- 
tecture and design. 


Mexican Influence 


This advanced way of life was to in- 
fluence the indios of the Southwest as a 
result cf contact with the indios of central 
Mexico. Thearchitecture, pottery making, 
clothing, religion and government of the 
indios of the Southwest is largely based 
on Mexican influences. Mexican influence 
also went beyond the Southwest to the 
Mississippi Valley, where advanced cul- 
tures developed there and in the Ohio 
River area where indios built fanciful 
effigy mounds. 

The Aztec nation emerged as a result 
of the legendary mystic guide Huitzilo- 
pochtli, who advised his people to wander 
south until they came to a site where an 
eagle would be perched on a cactus de- 
vouring a snake. 

legend has it that they found their 
eagle and serpent and built a city on that 
site. They named their city Tenochtitlan. 
Tenochtitlan, with its causeways, huge 
temples, libraries and a marked place 
larger and better organized than any in 
Europe at that time, reflected el indio’s 
ingenuity. In Tenochtitlan the idea of an 
androgynous supreme deity reigned over 
that Nahuatl world, Aztec scientists 
developed a calendar which is more ac- 
curate than the one we use today. This is 
still more fantastic when one considers 
the fact that this was achieved with a 
limited mathematical system and without 
the use of astronomical! tools, 


Cortez Conquest 


The Spanish invasion of the 1520's came 
in the form of a blitzkrieg force with many 
advantages on its side, and therefore was 
able to conquer the Nahuatl world very 
rapidly. Hernan Cortez was thought to be 
Quetzalcoal (the god of the wind). This 
was very advantageous because of a legend 
stating that Quetzalcoat] would come and 
conquer Tenochtitlan, 

As a result of the legend, he was able 


to gain allies to defeat the Aztec army, 
since his own torce was a mere 300 men, 


Canons and horses were unknown in the 
Americas prior to Cortez, and were also 
very instrumental in the conquest of the 
Nahuat! world. It is very important to 


note that the outcome of the conquest upon 
Mexican culture was of a superimposing 
nature rather than a total annihilation of 
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Mexican culture. This was very beneficial 
because it didn’t drain the Mexican of his 
Vitality. 

Because of the Latin attitude and the 
sanction of the Catholic church, inter- 
marriage between Indians and Spaniards 
was common and widespread, This union 
produced the mestizo (mix-blood). 
According to Spanish colonia! records, 
only 300,000 Spaniards came to the Vice- 
royalty of New Spain, and mosi of them 
were men. 


intermarriage 


With so mach intermarriage going on, 
the purest Castilian gene couldn’t have 
survived, Spaniards of high social rank 
married nobel Indian women and common 
Spaniards marriedordinary Incian women, 
All this intermixing created modern 
Mexican culture. The mestizo spoke 
Spanish but still ate Indian foods. Indian 
words were incorporated into Spanish such 
as coyote, elote, chile, chocolate, tamal, 
etc. Two cultures clashed to produce a 
new one. 

The Hispano- Mexican northward move- 
ment of 1598 and the 1690's into what 
today is the American Southwest would 
have been impossible without mestizos 
who were the servants, settlers, crafts- 
men, miners and soldiers. Juande Onate, 
the first Spanish governor of New Mexico, 
was married to a woman of Aztec royal 
blood, In southern Texas it took only a 
few generations to absorb the local Indians 
into the various settlements. The re- 
exploration and re- settlement of the South- 
west was a Spanish- Mexican affair, It was 
Spanish led, but depended upon Mexicans 
for its suecess. Of the 46 founders of los 


Angeles, only two persons were Spaniards, 
and their wives were Indians. 


Independent Mexico 


After 300 years of Spanish rule, an 
independent Mexico was realized. In the 
northern part of the new republic, leaders 
were inspired with new .v*publican and 
equalitarian ideals. In ( alifornia, local 
councils were establishea and all people, 
even the gringo foreigners, were given 
equa! rights. 

The new republic suffered two basic 
ills. One, the authoritarian legacy of 
Spain often subverted the new republican 
ideals. Two, the gringo immigrants who 
had drifted in after the 1820's (sometimes 
illegally) refused to become good Mexican 
citizens by not freeing their slaves (Mexico 
having outlawed slavery) and by disobey ing 
Mexican land-title and tariff regulations. 
Also, their general attitude of racial 
superiority toward Mexicans was signifi- 
cant with regard to their conflict with 
Mexican authorities. 

After the ‘Mexican War” or “The 
North American Invasion of Mexican Soil", 
depending on who's history text one reads, 
Mexicans continued to dominate the life 
of the Southwest between San Luis Obispo, 
California to San Antonio, Texas up until 
about the 1870's. This was in the form of 
the Spanish language and bi-lingual public 
schools, Spanish-language newspapers, 
Spanish-speaking ‘udges, elected officials, 
community leaders, vaqueros, miners (al- 


though Mexican miners were brutally 
expelled from the Sierra Nevada mines 
after they had taught (he gringo the ropes 
of mining). 
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Continued clashes between Mexicans 
and gringos produced men like Joaquin 
Murietta of California and Juan Cortina 
of Texas. Through Mexican eyes these 
men were considered heroes of the Mexi- 
can people in the United States who had 
guts enough to stand up against the power- 
ful gringos, but through gringo eyes these 
men were simply, “‘bandits.’’ 

By the 1890's the decline of the Ameri- 
cans of Mexican descent was evident when 
bi-lingual] institutions were outlawed and 
Mexican culture was systematically 
brushed aside. Furthermore, “Spanish’’ 
heritage and ‘landmark’ clubs initiateda 
Spanish cultural revival. This revival 
benefited the American of Mexican descent 
little because it totally neglected his Indian 
heritage. After all, the only good Indian 
was a dead Indian. To this day we suffer 
from this 1890 syndrome in that generally 
Mexican culture has no validity in the 
American southwest. We still live in the 
mythical ‘‘Spanish’’ hacienda. 

In the 1900’s to the 1920’s, Mexicans 
again migrated (not immigrated, since the 
Treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo is a ridi- 
culous sham before and after the fact) 
north in mass numbers. They were lured 
principally by agriculturai developers who 
needed cheap labor. Prejudice still being 
in effect, these new Americans of Mexican 
descent as well as theolder residents, had 
many obstacles to overcome in this 
society. Kestaurant signs stating ‘No 
Mexicans Allowed’’, inferior segregated 
schools, closed housing, etc. became in- 
tolerable, but a suppressive reality that 
had to be lived with. 

Some refused by the late 1930's to 
live under these conditions and commenced 
what is known as the ‘‘pachuco revolution’’ 
(previously explained in article number 
seven.) Here emerged the idea of chi- 
canismo. This pachuquismo culminated 
in what is known as the “Zoot Suit War’ 
of 1943. 


During World War II and the Korean 
conflict, Americans of Mexican descent 
came home with a distinguished record 
of military service. Twenty-one Con- 
gressional Medals of Honor had been 
awarded, the highest number for any 
group that served. Still, this show of 
patriotism was not enough because a 
deceased chicano G.T. Langoria of Three 
Rivers, Texas, was denied burial in a 
cemetery because he was of Mexican 
descent. Despite many incidents along 
these lines, the wars had fostered a new 
feeling of commitment to this country by 
these returning chicano servicemen. Some 
took advantage of veteran benefits and 
were able to climb somewhat the eco- 
nomic ladder, if not the social (that is 
unless they disclaimed their Mexican 
heritage and called themselves Spanish), 

By the 1960's, we were the unknown 
and/or the limbo minority. We were 
there, but we were not there; we were 
neither accepted nor rejected. The 
greater part of our people had a very 
low annual income and low educational 
achievement. Out of these conditions 
emerged men like Cesar Chavez of the 
U.F.W.O.C. (United Farm Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Commitiee), leies lopez 
Tijerina of the Alianza Federal de Mer- 
cedes (Federal! Alliance of |.and Grants), 
Bert Corona of M.A.P.A, (Mexican Ameri- 
can Political Association) and the various 
Mexican-American high school and col- 
lege organizations, 


So there you have it a thumbnail 
sketch of the six thousand vear old 
Mexican heritage of the American South- 
west. Viva la Kaza!

labor movement,’’ says John Mc- 
Dowell, the Graduate assistant in 
sociology recently named chair- 
man of the steering committee to 
organize a local union of teacher's 
aides, student aides, graduate as- 
sistants, and other students em- 
ployed by SSC 

“Up to now, student employees 
have been virtually a voiceless 
group except in interdepartmenta! 
communications. By forming this 
union,”’ he explains, ‘‘we hope to 
remedy the Situation — to 
strengthen our standing in each 
college department and in the aca- 
demic community generally.”’ 

Aided by Joe Rogers, a gradu- 
ate assistant in anthropology, 
Chairman McDowell is now in the 


process of signing up prospective 
members and plans to apply soon 
to the American lederation of 
Teachers for a local union chap- 
ter. The makeup of the union, 
which wili also be affiliated with 


the California Federation of 
Teachers, is comparable to the 
ones now existing on the cam- 


puses of the University of Cali- 
fornia and other state colleges. 

“And it’s good, too,”” Chair- 
man McDowell adds, ‘‘when you 
consider that about 95% of the 
present student population wil! 
someday be wage earners, in con- 
tact with ore labor union or 
another. And Sacramento State 
seems like a better place than 
most to make the first real 
contact.”"
